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Receipts Under the New 
Tariff 


Representative Rainey, of lUinois, a member of the 
Honse ways and means committee, has just given out the 
results of his inspection into receipts iinder the new tariff 
law that, quite apart from his political argument that 
stamps the Underwood tariff a success, is interesting from 
the standpoint of the information it contains. Bespite the 
fear, expressed in many quarters that receipts from the 
lowered tariff would be insufficient for governmental needs 
Mr. Rainey asserts that the close of the fiscal year at the 
end of the present month will show an excess in tariff re- 
ceipts of some $20,000,000 above the estimates of the com^ 
mittee which compiled the governmental budget and 
levied the tariff accordingly. 


Mr. R-ainey shows that at the close of business on 
Thursday there bad been collected at ports of entry from 
tariff within $100,000 of the sum total collections estimated 
for the entire year, and the remainder of the June collec- 
tions will send the total far above the original fi.srure set as 
a basis for the year. For each of the twenty-five working 
days in May more than $332,000 wixs received by Uncle 
Sam as tariff on imports. The income tax feature of the 
new bill did not become effective untU March 1 of the 
present year, and payments were hardly expected to begin 
to accrue in any considerable sums until June, yet „the 
records show early receipts from this source to a surpris- 
ing figure. Up to June 1 the collections from corporation 
and income tax had exceeded ten and one-half millions of 
dollars, while the internal revenues aside from the corpor- 
ation and income tax at the close of the fiscal year will 
practically reach the average figure—from $290,000,000 to 
$300,000,000. It has been pretty - definitely established 
that the fi'amers of the new tariff, witb their pledge of 
lower rates to be fulfilled, did an unusually skilful and ex- 
act job of figuring. 


Somehow the belief obtains in Illinois that thë state 
supreme court will shortly overturn the law under which 
Tvomen have been given the ballot in tha,t state and wipe 
out the last vestige of woman suffrage in Illinois, on the 
groimds of unconstitutionality of the act of 1913. If all 
this happens, however, it will be but a temporarj^ set-back 
for the Illinois suffragists. They will promptly begin cam- 
paigning for a new law that will stand the test, and the 
record shows that they finally get what they are after.

A good (not necessarily an expensive) 
-refrigerator is a profitable investment; 
but, unless one knows or studies it from 
all sides, in, out, up and down, we often, 
find a refrigerator is a very expensive 
Uouse furnishing. 


The best arranged are those having 
the ice chamber on one sid^, with a 
swinging door. 
This space i should be 
large enough to store at 
least -.125 
pounds of ice, and 
the

should- not be opened. 


Ice ia wasted by constant contact with 
warm air from outside. 
There never 
should be any food kept in this» ice 
space. 
The only things permissible are 
the water bottles, which should be filled 
and laid-inside. 


If you contemplate purchasing a new 
refrigerator, do not overlook the fact 
that if the lining is white you can de- 
tect the slightest mold or any other dirt 
which might be neglected on a dark sur- 
face. 
^ The ice chamber, if one. is careful not 
to place any food in it, may be kept in

All food should be kept covered. 
The 
little granite pails of different sizes that 
may be purchased for ten cents are most 
valuable in the refrigerator.

TAMPICO STILL OPEN 


Washington, June 5.—The situation 
confronting the Washington government 
with reference to shipments of arms to 
constitutionalist forces at Tampico con- 
tinued today as the absorbing subject 
of deliberation in ofiicial quarters. 


A report reached the state department 
that another steamer loaded with am- 
munition had cleared from New York to- 
day for Galveston. Inasmuch as the re- 
cent order was to refuse 'clearances to 
ammunition ships for Mexican ports, it 
was stated there could be no denying 
clearances to ships billed , to an Ameri- 
can port. At Galveston, reports reaching 
here declared, ammunition on the ship 
sailing today would be trans-shipped to 
Tampico. 


Secretary Bry^n reiterated again that 
Tampico still is held as an open port, 
notwithstanding that several ships are 
en route there with arms for the consti- 
tutionalists.

Mr. Bryan added he had heard nothing 
official with regard to the attitude of 
Gen. Carranza toward the latest note 
from the South American mediators, nor 
had he any idea whien Carranza would 
make reply. 


Mexicans Secure Code. 


John R. Silliman, American vice con- 
sul at Saltillo, conferred today with Sec- 
retary Bryan and John Lind, but no 
statement was made. 
While Mr. Silli- 
man declined to talk extensively of his 
experience when he was arrested and 
threatened with death by Huerta troops 
at Saltillo, he confirmed previous reports 
that the federals compelled him to open 
the consular safe and took the state de- 
partment code and valuables. 
He was 
confined in jail twenty-one days and 
while at times the outlook was very 
threatening, he never was taken before 
a firing squad, as wjxs reported. 


PASSENGERS ARE 
TRANSFERRED. 


Taken in Safety From Northland, WMch 
Went Ashore. 


New London, Conn., June 5.—^The pas- 
sengers from the Eastern line steamer, 
Northland, wMch went ashore on Bart- 
lett's reef late last night, were safetly 
landed in this city 
at 
5 o'clock this 
morning. 
The seventy-five passengers 
were brought to port by the wrecking 
tug Tasco, which had been summoned 
by wireless to the aid of the Northland. 
An attejnpt to haul the ship from the 
reef was made at high tide this morning 
by three tugs, but the steamer remained 
hard and fast. Another attempt to free 
the Northland will be made late this 
afternoon, after the 
cargo has been 
lightened. 


CALLS IT CRIMINAL TRUST.

BABIES' 
StHOffER 
COMPLAINT. 


No. 2 in Series of Twelve Articles 
by Fort Wayne Physicians. 


To the average mother "summer com- 
plaint" conveys the idea of a disease of 
the stomach and bowels arising during 
the hot months and connected in soibe 
way with the high temperature. 
This 
concept is very largely- true, but only 
because the high temperature favors 
the bacterial and chemical changes which 
produce the disease. 
In other words it 
is not the heat but the quality of the 
food which produces the sickness. 


The term 
"summer 
complaint" 
in- 
cludes several distinct affections which 
for our purpose it is unnecessary to 
differentiate because all of them arise 
from the ingestion^of unfit food. 


Summer complaint does occasionally 
occur in bre^tfed infants but is in- 
finitely 
more common in those fed on 
the bottle or in those recently weaned 
and it is often advisable to continue 
suckling longer than is ordinarily nec- 
essary when the weaning must come 
during 
the 
summer 
period 
because 
bhould stimmer complaint develop the 
child's life may be saved by return to 
the breast. 


The basis of bottle feeding is cows' 
milk, a material very prone to changé 
in hot weather and an excellent culture 
material for almost all of the lower 
foi-ms of life called bacteria, some of 
whi^h are responsible for the develop- 
ment of summer complaint. 
If babies 
had the same 
digestive 
capacity 
as 
calvas it would not be necessary 
to 
modify cows' milk before feeding it to 
them and whole milk would not cause 
intestinal disturbancee. But such is not 
the case and we are therefore obliged 
to alter its composition, or "modify" it 
to suit the digestive power of the in- 
fant. 


To prevent' this disease 
arising 
by 
reason of bacterial growtli in the milk 
itself 
scrupulous attention 
must 
be 
paid to dairies, cows, and the milk it- 
self from the time it is drawn 
from 
the- • udder 
until 
it 
is consumed. 
It 
should 
be 
rapidly cooled 
after 
the 
milking, placed 
in 
sterile 
containers 
and kept at a temperature which 
in- 
hibits bacterial growth.

Cuts Speech Short. 


The president who had cut short his 
speech as the rising Avind and darken- 
ing skies annovmced the storm's coming, 
hurried to his car with his two daugh- 
ters, .Mrs.

They \vere inside before the rain came, 
but the machine's toj) afl'orded jioor ])ro-

Avho had himself been a distin- 
guished olTicer in the union army.

Avas aiithori/ced by the act of congress of 
the T'nited States. 
The cornerstone of 
the monument Avas laid by a president 
of the United States, elevated to his 
])osition by the votes of the ])arty Avhich 
had chiefly prided itself upon sustaining 
the Avar for the union. 
And now it has 
fallen to my lot to accept, in the name 
of the great government Avhich I 
am 
privileged for the time to represent, this 
emblem of a reunited people. 


"This chapter in the history' of the 
United States is noAV closed and I can 
bid you turn Avith me your faces to the 
future, quickened by the memories of 
the past, but Avith nothing to do Avith 
the contests of the past, knoAving as Ave 
have shed our blood upon opposite sides, 
Ave now face and admire one another,

Avas over. Avhen men came and sat to- 
gether again in the congress and united

The dominant figure of the monument 
uuA-eiled today is a Avoman of heroic 
size, typifying the south in peace, sur- 
mounting a relief upon AA-hich there are 
thirty-tAvo figures, depicting the heroism 
of the south in AA'ar.

One odd feature of the 1 to 0 games 
played in the American league this sea- 
son is that Walter Johnson, Chalmers car 
winner last year, hasn't figured in one 
of them.

At last on the eleventh day of the 
siege the pack train arrived ^vith the 
longed-for cartridges for our guns. 
Gen. 


Garcja gav(^ me in- 
structions to bom- 
bard every position 
on the next day, 
and 
stated 
that 
under 
cover 
-of 
darkness a general 
assault 
would^ be 
made. 


I 
had 
become 
heartily 
tired 
of 
the Gonfu position, 
and so placed Cox 
in charge of 
the 
two 
guns 
there 
and 
niysplt" 
took 
the 
t\^-o-poun d c r 
near 
the 
church. 
Cox had 
.lanney, 
Latrobc. Jones and 
the 
majority 
of 
the 
Culvans 
^vith 
the artillery, while 1 bad 
Huntington,. 
Pennie and the remainder of our en- 
listed men. 


I took the first shot, and sent a shell 
through the wall of the church on the 
line of port holes just above the surface 
of the gi-ound. 
The Spaniards in the 
church, instead 
of having their 
port 
holes about five feet above the floor, had 
torn a part of this up and dug stiynding 
trenches all about 'the inside of the 
building. 
So they were covered by the 
naturaf ground up ti> their shoulders. It 
was an excellent arrangement, and 
I 
have never seen its like elsewhere. 


The enemy lost no time in replying 
and all day" gave us so hot a fire that 
the service of the gun was exceedingly 
difTicult. ^ilf a mile to our right we 
could see ^ p discharge of the guns in 
the Gonfn position. All along the north 
and east sides of the town were lieavy 
lines cff infantry lying down and not 
iiring. 
Just a few ya'^-ds to the left of 
my position, down in the hollow, Dr. 
Danforth had his dressing station, with 
Instruments and bandages laid out for 
use. 


It had been ordered that before dark- 
ness came on one of the guns in the 
Gonfu position should be sighted at tlie 
thurch tower and left until 9 o'clock, 
when it should be fired. This was to be 
the signal for the assault. 
I kept up 
Rith my two-pounder until a little after 
dark, firing most of the time at the 
church. 


The last hour dragged wi^th leaden 
feet. 
All were at high tension, as it 
was realized that the crucial hour was 
Rt hand. Every moment we would strike 
matches down behind the parapet 
to 
consult our watches. 
There 
was 
a 
tongue of flame from the Gonfu position, 
and for an instant the chuiTh tower was 
lighted up by a bursting shell.

was no blowing of bugles and no yelling

to draw the Spanish, fire. Colonel Meno- 
cal had personal charge of the assault. 
He had systematized everything and left 
nothing to chance. 


The echo of the gun had scarcely died 
away when a fmv low commands were 
given just to the right of my position, 
and about fifty men., deployed in a single 
line and without firing, ruished for tlie 
nearest blocj^rouse. As thero would not 
for some time be any use for the guns, I 
gave Huntington and Pennie permission 
to join the attacking party. 
This had 
covered half the distance before being 
discovered. 
There was then a lively 
])opping from the blockhouse, and

remaining hundred yards at a run. 
A 
few moments later those of us who had 
remained at the position saw a group of 
men coming out of the darkness. It was 
a detail bringing back the captured gar- 
rison of the blockhouse. 


I did not propose to stay by a can- 
, non that couM not be used in this mix- 
up, and knew that nobobdy would carry 
it off and that it could be found when 
needed, and so went in. 
Afterward in 
the town I came aci'oss all of my brother 
artillery officers. 


I do not believe that any one can give 
a correct and detailed accoiuit of the 
events of this stirring night. 
Tliere 
was a señes of detached fights, some of 
them of shorv duration and others ex- 
ceedingly brisk. 
The darkness was in-, 
tense. 
Bullets were whistling in all di- 
rections, and one was in about as much 
danger from friend as from foe. 


•The church was a hard proposition and 
it was some time before we made prog- 
ress against it. 
Dynamite was brought 
up. and Captain Estrampes and Hunt- 
ington made an attempt to breach the 
walls. 


The men in the church could not get 
at them whero they were, and divining 
what was up, asked if quarter Avould be 
given. 
Being answered in the affirm-* 
ative, thej' surrendered. 


By midnight everything except' the 
barracks had fallen, and the firing had 
died down to an 
occasional 
sputter. 
There was now much yelling and cheer- 
ing, and the Cubans-were busy looting 
the captured positions, buildings, and- 
the shops of food, clothing and cooking 
utensilsii The confusion became great, 
and it ^vas evident that formations could 
not be restored until daylight. 


Col. Menocal and I made a reconnois- 
sdnce of the barrack by getting 
into 
buildings in thb vicinity. It was'a one- 
stòry brick structure^ about 100 feet 
long, loopholed and surrounded by the 
most efifpctive barb-wire entanglement I 
have ever seen. I doubt if a dog c'ould 
have crawled through it. 


It Avas evident that we must use a gun 
from one of the near-by houses, and I 
went back for the two-pounder that dur- 
ing the day had shelled the church. 
We 
selected for it a building at an angle 
across the street and forty yards dis- 
tant from .the nearest portion of the 
barrack building. 
As Ave did not dare 
expose ourselves in the street in view 
of th-e barrack, the gun was placed in 
position by breaking through the walls 
of several brjck houses. 


From the inside of the house a few 
bricks were removeû from the Avail, and 
the muzzle shoved through 
Avithin a 
stone's throAV of its intended iarget. 


We now waited for daylight. 
The 
yelling" and the occasional shots had 
died out and the toAvn Avas perfectly 
quiet. Hundreds of exhausted and hun- 
gry insurgents had throAvn themselves 
doAvn in the debris-littered streets and 
gone to sleep. 


As soon as it Avas light, Menocal, hold-, 
ing aloft a white handkerchief, boldly 
walked i^to the middle of the street and 
'waited a, moment. 
In thé meantime I 
had. the gun pointed to partially rake 
the building, arid Huntington stood with 
lanyard in hand to fire in case he should 
be shot down.' 


In . a short time.'a captain emerged 
from the building and informed Menocal 
thai -he was in command, the command- 
ant having lieen'disaWed by a shell. The 
chief of staff replied by demanding %Ì8 
surrender, assuring him that all Avould

The story of their unhappiness put 
them in touch with kindliness which 
lies hidden beneath the gruff exterior 
of the world, and help came to them 
through various channels.

paid, relatives and 
friends, many 
of 
them from their old home in Kansas, 
came forward with help and the bunga- 
low was finished and prosperity smiled 
in at its cheery "tvindoWs. 
"Our days of pinching seem to be over,' 
said Mrs. Squire, "and happiness is ahead 
of us. 
My husband's eyesight is still 
failing, but my health is getting better 


every day and my strength will make up

Have, men not fought ever 
since the world began?

"The new things in the world are the

Receipts Under the New 
Tariff 


Representative Rainey, of Illinois, ;i member of the 


• House ways and means committee, has just given out the 
results of Ms inspection into receipts under the ne-w tariff 
law that, quite apart from his political argument that 
stamps the Underwood tariff a success, is interesting from 
the standpoint of the information it contains. Despite the 
fear expressed in many quarters that receipts from the 
lowered tariff would be insufficient for governmental needs 
'Mr. Rainey asserts that the close of the fiscal year at the 
end of the present month will show an excess in tariff re-! 
ceipte of some $20,000,000 above the estimates of the com 
mittee which compiled the governmental budget an< 
levied the tariff accordingly. 


Mr. Rainey shows that at the close of business 01 


Thursday there had been collected at ports of entry fron 
tariff within $100,000 of the sum total collections estimatcr 
for the entire year, and the remainder of the June collec- 
tions will send the total far above the original figure set 
a basis for the year. For each of the twenty-five working 
days in May more than $332,000 w.'i;^ received by Uncli 
Sam as tariff on imports. The income tax feature of the 
new bill did not become effective until March 1 of the 
present year, and payments were hardly expected to begin 
to accrue in any considerable sums until June, yet the 
records show early receipts from this source to a surpris- 
ing figure. Up to June 1. the, collections from corporation 
and income tax had exceeded ten and one-half millions of 
dollars, while the internal revenues aside from the corpor- 
ation and income tax at the close of the fiscal year will 
practically reach the average figure—from $290,000,000 to 
$300,000,000. It has been pretty definitely established 
that the framers of the new tariff, with their pledge of 
lower rates to be fulfilled, did an unusually skilful and ex- 
act job of figuring.

"Lo, the kingdom of God is within you" 
—Luke 17:21, R. V. 


The kingdom of George V. is England; 


the kingdom of Victor Immamiel, Italy; 
of Constantino, Greece; of Wilhclmina, 
Holland; but where is the kingdom of 
God? An sged Christian wag trying to 
tell where it is; he laid his hands one 
over the other upon his heart and said: 
"It is something here," and then pointing 
to the aky and looking upward, he added 
"and it is something there."

Your Refrigerator? Are You Getting the Most Out of It? 


Here are a Few Hints by Caroline Coe. 


(By Caroline Cost 


Refrigerators 
are 
supposed 
to 
he 


nece.asary to the preservation of food, 
but many times, through carelessness, 
they are exactly thc opposite. 


A good (not necessarily an expensive) 


refrigerator is a profitable investment; 
but, unless one knows or studies it from 
all sides, in, out, up and down, we often 
find a refrigerator is a very expensive 
house furnishing. 


The beat arranged are those having 


the ice chamber on one side, with a 
swinging door. 
This space should be 


large enough to store at 
least 125 


pounds of ice, and the 
ice chamber 


should not be opened. ' 


Ice is wasted by constant contact with 


warm air from outside. 
There never 


should be any food kept in this ice 
space. Thc only things permissible are 
thc water bottles, which should be filled 
and laid inside. 


If you contemplate purchasing a new 


refrigerator, do not overlook the fact 
that /if the lining is white you can de- 
tect the slightest mold or any other dirt 
vhich might bo neglected on a dark sur- 
face. 


The ice. chamber, if one is careful not 


to place any food in it, may he kept in 
perfect condition with a thorough cleans- 
ing once a week. 
Remove the ice and 


thc bars it rests on. Do not use warm 
water. Take cool water, with any of 
the cleansing powders or a little am- 
monia, and wipe every inch and corner 
of the space, nnd flush the pipe with 
cold water. A little cold water will not 
flush the, pipe: you need ft force or a 
delugo of water which acts like a tor- 


rent to sweep the drain pipe of anything 
it may contain. 


All food should be kept covered. 
The 


little granite pails of different sizes that 
may be purchased for ten cents are most 
valuable in the refrigerator-. Milk bot- 
tles phould he kept closed with a paper 
cap or a cup. turned over the top. 


Not enough thought or knowledge is 


given to the drainage or waste 
pipe. 


Many drain pipes connect directly with 
the sewer system of our homes. This is 
very unsafe. The only safe way to do 
this is to have a reliable plumber ar- 
range the. pipes «o there may be no di- 
rect connection- between the sewer and 
where the' food is kept; 


Th old wooden-lined ico boxes may be 


freshened and the musty amell removed 
by giving the entire inside a coat of 
lime. 
Wash the entire inside with a 


strong solution of soda water. Dry in 
the sun, if possible; if not, leave open 
until perfectly dry. Mix a quart of 
quicklime with water to a consistency 
of cream. 
Apply with a wide paint 


brush to every part of the lining. This 
will be satisfactory if used on the dark 
zinc lining. Tf thc first coat does not 
make the. inside white, give it another 
coat of the lime wash. If the refriger- 
ator is in good condition, and thc lining 
is of zinc and has become dark colored, 
give, the entire inside, two or three coats 
of bathtub enamel, allowing the different 
coats to thoroughly dry each time before 
applying a second or third cont. 
The 


cleanliness nnd drainage of our refrig- 
erators may affect our whole household. I 


If the ice box is damp, a howl con- 


taining A. lumo of unslacktd lime (the 


size of an egg or a cnp) placed on 
the top shelf will absorb much of the 
moisture. 
, 


Every housewife should inspect her re- 


frigerator every day if she wishes to 
keep her food sweet, her grocery bills 
small and the health of her family good. 


FIFTY CHICAGO WOlViEN ARGUE.

inently identified with the suffrage move- 
ment argued toddy before the board of 
election commissioners the right to vote 
for county commissioners and for United 
States senators.

i-ssary when the weaning must como 
during 
the 
summer 
period 
because 


should summer complaint develop the 
child's life may be saved by return to 
tlie brenst. 


The basis of bottle feeding is cows' 


milk, a material very prone to change 
in hot weather and an excellent culture 
material for almost all of the lower 
forms of life called bacteria, some of 
which are responsible for the develop- 
ment of summer complaint. Tf babies 
had the same 
digestive 
capacity 
as 


calv« it would not be necessary 
to 


modify cows' milk before feeding it to 
them and whole milk would not cause 
intestinal disturbancoe. But such is not 
the case and we are therefore obliged 
to alter its composition, or "modify" it 
to suit the digestive power of the in- 
fant. 


To prevent this disease arising by 


reason of bacterial growth in the milk 
itself 
scrupulous attention 
must 
be 


paid to dairies. COTVB. and the milk it- 
self from the time it is drawn 
from 


the udder until it 
is consumed.

should 
be rapidly cooled 
after 
the 


milking, placed 
in 
sterile 
containers 


nnd kept at a temperature 
which in-

Now York, June 1.-—Grave fears for

'x>ngo, son of a wealthy broker at No. 
90 Bleeckcj)»'!>treet, who was kidnaped 
recently and is held for $5,000 ransom 
somewhere in the city, are felt ns the 
esult of the acton of the police in allow- 
ng the facts to become public. 


In a letter received the kidnappers 
hreatened to kill the boy. and "send his 
icdj, back in a. box" i( the case were. 


taken to the. police. Despite this injunc- 
£ion the elder Txmgo communicated with 
detectives. He was torn with mingled 
anxiety and anger because of the police 
disclosure. 


The boy ate his lunch, and went out 


to play in the yard of the Grove street 
school, Hudson and flrove streets. Since 
then a'score of detectives, working under 
Deputy Police Commissioner Rubin, have 
been unable to find any trace of him. 


Abductors Send a Threat. 


The fact that the boy's absence passed 


unnoticed until late at night gave the 
"abductors several hours in which to got 
him away. 
The letter containing a de- 


mand for .$K,000 and a threat was posted 
in Brooklyn. 


A free translation of the letter, which 


is written in Hal inn,-wads: 


"We have your boy and want lots of 


money for him. If you give us $5,000 
you will get him returned. 
Do not tell 


the police. If you do your family will 
suffer and we will send him home dead 
in a box." 


Peculiar interest attaches to the case, 


owing to the fact that it is the third 
time in four years that members of the 
Lonjjo fajtdy or that of Mrs, Longo, 


whose maiden name was Di Fiore, have 
been kdnapped. In one of the cases the 
boy was returned after his parents, ac- 
cording to the police, paid a ransom. The 
other resulted in the capture of an or- 
ganized gang of kidnappers by the po- 
lice. 


A woman named Maria / Ttappo and 


seven Italian men were arrested. The 
RappQ woman was sentenced to twenty- 
five years in prison, but Iwcamo insane, 
and was transferred to Matteawan. One 
of the men, Stanislaus Patenza, whom 
the children identified as their abductor, 
was sentenced to forty-nine years, but 
got a new trial and was acquitted. The.

In the excitement incident to the war 
between organized ball and the Federals 
it has possibly escaped tJie attention of 
the fans that they have witnessed in the 
American league this year more 1 to 0 
battles than ever before. In the first six 
weeks of the campaign last year the 
Johnsonites reeled off o,n!y two such pass- 
ages at arms: in the same time this year 
they have played thirteen contests of this 
character.

A 
few moments later those of us who had 
remained at the position saw a group of 
men coming out of tlie darkness.
